Ard now to begin with my Lord Raſſe!, who on Friday -the 
t 3th Inſtant, 1683. was condemned to dic, tor having a Confe- 
ceracy in this Conſpiracy, but he: oniy owned that he was ſe- 
veral times with the Conipirators, who were called by the 
name of the. Council, but was not of the Conſulr. 


But Collonel Rumwfey, ſwore that, the ' Lord® Sheftsbury told 
him that the Lord Rafſel was one ofthe Conſult, which with 
other Evidence cauſed him to be condemned. And upon $4turday 
the 14th. of July was conveyed from Newgare 'to the place of 
Execution,and during his time after 1s Condemnation, he Mourn- 
ned exceedingly, continually altedging that ke was drawn in by 
that ſpawnof policy Shafesbury, whowas , without all doubt the 
Father and Contriver of this Damnable Plot, to rhe great loſs and 
- Tuin of ſo many mens lives as are likely to ſuffer for, and through 
his accurſed Treaſon. |

wonderfull parts, but too much adhering to tkeSeditious. contrivan- 
ces of thoſe Machivilians, whoſe policy was only uſed to bad ends 
and. purpoſes, as in the wont) 24. it will prove to Þe-to them.

Thomas Walcot, John Rouſe, and William Home, besng all Inditcd, 
for High Treaſon, as conſpiring and eontriving the:death of his 
molt facred Majeſty, and hls Royal brother, and endeavouring to 
Levy War, and by force of Arms to ſubvert the goverment of the 
Nation,by involviogthe ſubjeQs thereof intoa labyrinth;ofnnipeal 4 
alc trouble, could make but Nender - defence for themlieves. . H/:; 
ie Hone, atorementioned, was very defirous to make his tryal, by 
confeſſing to part of the Indi&ment, but my Lord Cheit Juſtice 
Pembertoz,anſwered that what he had there confeſled was ſufficient 


t»>convict him, bur yet for popular ſatiſaftion. he ſhould take a fair 
| tryal in the face of his Country, and accordingly {o it was, ſo that 


in a litle time he was brought in guilty of HighTreaſon,and ſo was 
remanded to Priſon from wheace he came with a conicience as full 
of guilt as rhe world full of wonder at theAudacitie of ſuch Vilains: 
Captain}Va/cot, he was charged vvith High Treaſon, alſo he could. 
not flatly deny his charge, but ovvned that he was in the conſpira- 
cy, yet denyed that he vvas any vvay concerned in theAfﬀaſſinating 
his Majeſteys Royal perſon, but did acknovviedg that he vvasengas 
ged to fight theGuard, veyhich acknovvyledgment vvas lufficient 


* to do his buſineſs; and the Court thereupon brought him in Guilty. 


The next vvas John Roxſe, igaibſt vvhom one Leeſvyote' that he 
had feveral times contrived the Death of the King, and that an Ar- 
my vyasto be raiſed, for the carrying on their delign of ſubvertion, 
and chat he vvasto be Pay-Maſter thereof. | 


All vyhich vvas ſtrongly oppoſed by Rouſe, and on the contraty 


he alledoed that ſuch propoſals were moved to him by Lee, but

he flatly deny'd them. 


One Corbi made Oath, that in t681. Roſe told hith that the 
King had forfeited his Crovvn, and Mr. William Richard/oxlvvyore 
that vvhen he vvent to take Ro«ſe,he diſovy ned hisName,and called 
himſelf by the name of Johnſon:

What an Ocean of Calamities, did at that minute en- 
comyvaſs them , and even drovvn them -in Seas of forrovy.But 
forperiectTeſtimony of their unfeigned repentance,they gaveyood 
advice, and Chriſtian a&monition,'toalk perſons. of vvubat Age or 
Sex iotver, to abominate-fuch evil deſigns, ar.d wholly to depend 
uponGod{or a timely deliverance from any thing rhat ſhall trouble 
them, and not go.indirettly, to vyrap themſelves into endleſs trou- 
bles, by ſeeking their ovva Ruins, by unadviſed, and inconſider=te 
ineans. 7 tus did they for a {hore tpace figniie their forroyys, and 


- lament their deplorable ends. 
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
